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REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

Allowance of Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

Claims 1-9 recite novel features of a transcoder for resizing video data and 
outputting the resized video data to a reproduction apparatus, the reproduction 
apparatus reproducing the resized video data by repeating a display period and a non- 
display period alternately, the transcoder comprising: 

a resizing unit operable to resize the video data; and 

a control unit operable to cause the resizing unit to resize the video data to first 
video data having a first resolution so that the reproduction apparatus displays one 
image during each display period , and 

cause the resizing unit to resize, during each period between the resizing 
of the video data to the first video data, the video data to second video data 
having a second resolution that is lower than the first resolution . 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the novel features 
(extra emphasis added on underlined limitations ) as discussed above.
